throug hout Russia to Iteg in T hursday 
a t noon w as issued tonig ht. 
T he call 
is approved by the Union of Unions, ’ 
th e union of peasants, the g eneral rail­ 
w ay union and the councils of w ork­ 
men of St. P etersburg and Moscow. 


St. Petersburg . Dec. 20.—R ussia ap­ 
parently is on the eve of a g reat, if not 
final, strug g le for m astery betw een 
th e g overnm ent and 
th e proletariat. 
Both sides have lined up for battle. 
L ate yesterday afternoon all indica­ 
tions pointed to a declaration of w ar 
by the proletariat in the form of a 
sum m ons for a com plete g eneral strike 
w hich w ill tie up th e railroads, the 
teleg raphs arid every 
industry 
and 
business in the em pire. 
General Strike Nearly Certain. 
All the proletariat g rouos here have 
decided In favor of a g eneral strike, 
and new s has been received th a t the 
w orkm en's council and the allied bodies 
at Moscow have also pronounced in 
favor of it. 
The decision of th e cen­ 
tral com m ittee of the railroad union 
sitting at Moscow, w ithout th e sup­ 
port of which the other org anizations 
probably will not risk a battle, has 
not yet been received, but it is know n 
th a t the deleg atee on the com m ittee 
from St. Petersburg and 
th e B altic 
provinces are in favor of th e move­ 
m ent, and the leaders here are confi­ 
dent th a t the radicals will carry the 
day. 
Loy alists Not W earing Chips. 
Today Russia m ay ag ain be cut off 
from the world, not only by w ire but 
by rail. There is an air of suppressed 
excitem ent throug hout the city. 
T he 
streets have a reg ular holiday appear­ 
ance in honor of the em peror’s nam e 
day. and arc crowded. 
Collisions be­ 
tw een the reds and the loyalists are 
m om entarily expected, but none 
has 
been reporttnl up to this hour. 
A big 
loyalist 
dem onstration 
had 
been 
planned, but it w as abandoned a t the 
request of the prefect of police, who 
believed th at it m ig ht provoke blood­ 
shed. 
Faithful to the Czar. 
B atteries of m achine g uns are sta ­ 
tioned at several points of 
vantag e 
throug hout the city, and patrols of in­ 
fantry and Cossacks are everyw here. 
A specially heavy g uard is stationed 
in the neig hborhood of the Jew ish m ar­ 
ket. 
Services w ere held in all the 
churches, and in every barracks the 
em peror's order for an increase of pay 
and of food w as read to the troops. 
At Tsarskoe-Selo the em peror review ed 
the three g uard reg im ents w hose pa­ 
tron is St. Nicholas. 
The review w as 
m ade the occasion of a rem arkable 
dem onstration of fidelity to his m ajes­ 
ty.

fatal path, concluding w ith a declara­ 
tion of the solidarity of th e workmen 
w ith the aim s of the Leag ue. 
W arsaw , Deo. 2b.—T he authorities 
have arrested the leaders of th e post 
and teleg raph strike.
